those who had no way of acting. 
The Jewish representatives who

case for Soviet Jewry has 
been 80 often rehearsed that it 
has become almost a litany on 
Jewish lips — the demand for 
equal educational, cultural, so- 
cial and religious rights with 
other Soviet nationality groups, 
the plea for the reunification of 
families divided by the horror 
of the Holocaust, the request 
that those of Jewish conscience 
who no longer feel themselves 
able to live a lie under the So- 
viet regime be allowed to emi- 
frate.

But even their daily repetition is 
no longer a sufficient response to 
the gathering chorus of Jewish 
voices from within the Soviet 
Union itself.

LONDON (Reuter). — British For- 
eign Secretary Alée Douglas-Home 
said yesterday Britain would al- 
low the export of Wasp helicopters 
if. the South African government 
placed orders for them. 

In Cape Town, South African De- 
fence Minister Pieter Botha imme- 
diately told Parliament South Af- 
rica would place orders for seven.

The armaments board will ac- 
cordingly take the necessary steps 
to place an order for seven Wasp 
helicopters.” ἢ 

When Sir Alec made his an- 
nmouncement, he said in reply to a 
question in the House of Commons 
that no new arms orders from 
South Africa had yet been received. 

The Foreign Secretary's state- 
ment confirmed reports that Britain 


was ready to receive orders for 
the Wasps to equip three British- 
built anti-submarine frigates deli- 
vered under the 1955 Simonstown 
Agreement on the defence of the 
Sea routes round the Cape. 

A report to Parliament by the 
government's top Jegal officers ear- 
Hier this month said Britain was 
obliged to supply the helicopters ag 
well 4s naval Spares and equipment 
for other vessels delivered to South 
Africa under the agreement. 

The, statement on resumed arms 
supplies to South Africa — banned 
by the former Labour government 
since 1964 — was considered bound 
to raise a storm in the House of 
Commions. 

The* issue dominated the Com- 
Monwealth summit conference in 
Singapore last month. But Prime 
Minister Edward Heath made it 
Clear Britain would make ἃ. decision _ 
in the light of its own interests 
and did not feel bound to await 
ἃ report by an eighi-nation Com- 
monwealth study group set up to 
consider the defence of the South 
Atlantic and the Indian Ocean. 


Brazil consul freed by 
Tupamaros after 205 days 


MONTEVIDEO (AP). — Kidnap- 
ped Brazilian consul Aloysio Dias 
Gomide was ¢reed by the Tupamaro 
guerrillas Sunday night after 205 
days in captivity. 

Sources described the 41-year-old 
career diplomat as being pale, dizzy 
and bothered by bright light after 
his long captivity, However, he 
wes said to. be “in good shape, 
but tired."He was kidnapped from 
his home here last July 81 and 
was in custody longer than any 
other political kidnap victim. 

Mr. Dias Gomide was driven after 
hig release to the home of another 
Brazilian diplomat in Montevideo 
for.a reunion with his wife, Maria. 
A. Brazilian military airplane had 
been waiting at Carrasco airport 
near Montevideo since Thursday, 
and it flew Mr. Dias Gomide and 
his wife to Rio de Janeiro yester- 
day morning, when he was de- 
clared fit to travel. 

The diplomat's whfe is believed 
to have raised between one quarter 


million and one million dollars for- 


her husband’s release. The last 
condition of the Tupamaros was 
met at midnight Saturday when 
constitutional liberties were restored 
in the country. « 
Announcement of the diplomat’s 
release was made at 0200 GMT 
Monday by the Brazilian Embassy 
here. Nothing was said about two 
other Tupamaro kidnap hostages, 
U.S. soil expert Claude Fly, kid- 
Mapped on August 7, and British 
Ambassador Geoffrey Jackson, kid- 
mapped on January 8.

Israel reply to Jarring

WASHINGTON. — U.S. officials 
yesterday responded cautiously 
to the Israeli Cabinet's statement 
on Sunday welcoming Egypt's 
readiness for a peace agreement, 
but rejecting a return to the

The State Department was await- 
ing the return of Ambassador Yitz- 
hak Rabin, who is expected to 
See Assistant Secretary of State 
Josepa Sisco at the earliest oppor- 
tunity, probably today. 

(Mz, Rabin, who arrived in Je- 
rasalem on Friday for consulta- 
tons, returned to his post yester- 
lay.) 

The State Department spokesman, 
Robert McCloskey, told a news 
conference, “I would have no com- 
ment to make on the communique 


issued by the Israeli Cabinet. We 
want to be guided in our judgment 
by the reply Israe) will send to Dr. 
Jarring. For the present we are 
reserving comment.” 

One U.S. official said, in reply 
to ἃ query: “We are waiting to 
see if there is more to come, and 
there are indications there will be 
more.” 

It has been noted here, with con- 
siderable interest, that the Cabinet 
statement made no reference to 
“direct negotiations,” and in general

Egypt’s 
changed directions, or just tone? 


President Sadat’s point of view, a major 

change from the catastrophic course pursued by 

Nasser makes sense. We can estimate first of all his 

own persomal problems, occasioned by the fact that 

he is a mediocre leck-lustre leader who has taken 

over from a great charismatic leader in the Arab 
world. 

Nasser had succeeded in rallying the Arab world 
aground his leadership, particularly in the struggle 
against Israel. Sadat must have his doubts as to 
whether he is capable of so doing. Nasser, who was 
an inveterate gambler, could afford to teke risks — 
and in the event of fatlure could rely on his very 
great charisma to save him, which was the case in 
1967. Sadat knows that he cannot risk a faflure. 
Therefore any contemplation of a military struggle, 
however limited, is marked for him by a large 
question mark ag to his own personal future and 
standing — in the event of failure. 

Nasser’s power of leadership also succeeded in 
maintaining some form of Arab unity in the face 
of Israel. Even in the Six Day War he was able 
to influence Jordan — and to a degree Syria 
to enter the confilct against Israel. After the war, 
he succeeded in creating the much-vaunted Eastern 
Command, composed of the anmies of Jordan, Syria 
and Iraq. 

As Sadat surveys the scene east of Ierael, he sees 
the Eastern Command in ruins, with King Hussein 
establishing himself not only against the Palestinian 
terrorists (who are becoming less and less of a fac- 
tor in the area), and within the general context of 
the Arab world, where he rapidly is becoming a 
personality no less Οἱ than the other Arab 
leaders, In short, Hussein has divested himself of 
the overbearing influence of the “Big Brother” in 
Cairo and is asserting himself independently. 

Sadat’s conclusion from this situation must be that 
ἃ new military enterprise by Egypt against Israel 
could conceivably find Egypt alone on, the field of 
battle on the Arab aside, with little or no support 
— apart from the usual verbal backing — from the 
other Arab countries, 


Major miscalculation 


Finally, following the major miscalculation made 
by the Russians in August by moving fonward their 
missiles and thus destroying their credibility with 
the Americans, the U.S. supply of arms to Israel, 
as part of its policy to redress the imbalance 
created by the Russian missiles, has undoutitedly 
created an addftional military deterrent..

— Six police- 
men in four U.S. cities were shot 
and killed in incidents over the 
week-end. The police commissioner of 
Philadelphia blamed citizens who he 
sald “are promoting azarchy" for 
the two Killings there, 

The other deaths included 8. mar- | 
shal and state trooper killed dur- 
ing a shootout with two men in 
‘St. Joho, Indiana, and an officer 
shot dead in a gunfight in Green- 
wille, South Caroline. ; 

A policeman was killed in Sil- 
ver Spring, Maryland, when a fellow 
officer's gun discharged during a 
struggis with a kidnap suspect. 

Philadelphia police commissioner 
Joseph O'Neill made his charge at 
a Sunday. night news conference 
identified two 
teen-agers who were arrested in 
one slaying.

There was, therefore, continued 
the President, no occasion, in the 
etreumatances, to consider the ques- 
tlon of whether the non-registration 
of the demolition order in the Land 
Register could be of avail to anyone 
buying property in good faith. 

The President criticised the prac- 
tise of waiving implementation of 
demolition orders in return for pay- 
ment of an “improvement tax." The 
respondent's representative, he not- 
ed, had found a legal basis for this 
practice in section 219 of the Plan- 
ning and Buliding Law, 1965, which 
empowers a Local Commission to

NEO-ECOLOGISTS HIT 
Plea for standards 
in harmful pesticides 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

TEL AVIV. — Agriculture Minis- 
ter Haim Gvati yesterday called 
for establishing “sound, uniform in- 
ternational tolerances” in the use 
of pesticides so that the issue 
should not become a threat to in- 
ternational trade in foodstuffs. 

Mr. Gvati, speaking at the open- 
ing session of the Second ‘ Inter- 
national Congress of Pesticide Che- 
mistry, hoped that the “common 
efforts of delegates would eventual- 
ly put at the disposal of farmers 
better and safer tools with which 
to produce plenty and wholesome 
foods and fibres.” Some 400 scien- 
tists from 40 countries are attend- 
ing the congress. 


Dr. ΟἽ". Fischnich, Assistant Di- 
rector-General of the Agricultural 
Department of the FAO, noted that 
that U.N. body was already active 
In the field of preparing standard 
specifications for a very wide range 
of agricultural pesticides, Never- 
theless, he noted, “no specifications 
are fully tested until they have 
been applied under practical con- 
ditions. We are therefore planning 


to revise these specifications from 
time to time as experience indi- 
cates.” But the problems were not 
confined only to the harmful che- 
mical residues which eventually 
found thelr way into the human 
system, There were problems rela- 
ting to the health of the workers 
applying pesticides; and there was 
the wider issue of the effect on 
the total environment. 

But he stressed the beneficial 
effects that pesticides had on in- 
creasing crop production ‘in the de- 
veloping countries. 

Dr. H. Hurtig, of Canada, Con- 
gress chairman, deplored the "tun- 
nel vision" of those elements of 
the population who had only re- 
cently discovered the ~subject of 
ecology, a subject of deep con- 
cern to scientists for years. 

Professor Ernst David 
of the Hebrew University, sald he 
regretted that there was an “anti- 
intellectual movement” in the 
world, composed of persons de 
tnanding the benefits of technology 
but unwilling to put up with what 
he called “the most minor side-ef- 
fects” of this technology.
